Chicago, Oct. 7.—Dangling from a 


cross, morally

than an hour and a half before he 
managed to effect his escape'from his 
fastenings, 5-year-old Eddie Cullinane, 
son. of Desk Sergeant Tim Cullinane 
of Uie East Chicago avenue station, 
recently had an experience that he 
probably will remember as long as he 
lives. 


Desiring to exemplify the incidents 


embodied in a religious picture, Marie 
Pearl; Arthur Pearl, a brother;-Ar- 
thur Pluckles, 10 years old, and Alice 
Walker, 12 years' old, It is claimed, 
bound Eddie Cullinane tightly to an 
improvised cross made of two pieces 
ot wood nailed/ 
together 
at 
right 


angles, and after carrying him sev- 
eral times around a lot, left him lean- 
ing against a fence frightened by the 
fact that he was unable to release 
himself from his fastenings. 


The 
impromptu crucifixion 
look 


place about dusk and darkness prob- 
ably frightened the children away 
from tho lot where they left their vic- 
tim. 


According to the story of Ralph Al- 


lyn, 10 years old, Eddie Cullinane was 
taken by the older members of the 
crowd and bound to, the cross-arm with 
rope, while his feet were fastened at 
the base with wire.

uties in the enforcement of the laws 
and prosecution of. Deputies are re- 
porting that violations are 
perhaps 


less this year than formerly, for it 
seems that the game laws are in bet- 
ter repute among hunters, who as- 
sist the'wardens in enforcing- them 
rather than treat the wardens as ene- 
mies.

and cheaper. Wisconsin breeders can 
more profitably produce young draft 
;ind carriage horses of ideal "quality 
and development for finishing and fat- 
tening elsewhere. That proximity to 
Chicago, the largest horse market in 
the world, 'and railroad connections 
with all the other selling centers are 
additional factors enjoyed by Wiscon- 
sin breeders. 


To Record Pedigrees

ment of Horse-Breeding of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the University 
of Wisconsin is authorized to issue 
certificates for all stallions used in 
breeding certifying that the animal is 
free from hereditary, transmissible, 
or communicable disease and setting 
forth tho exact breeding of the ani- 
mal, whether pure bred, grade, 
or 


cross grade. 
By the enforcement of 


this new act on and after January- 1st,' 


it will be possible for breeders 


to gain accurate and correct knowl- 
edge in regard to the animals used 
in breeding and it will be of great 
advantage to have the soundness and 
pedigree of stallions certified to by 
the College of Agriculture.

instructions to Officers Bar Modifica- 


tions of Contracts Without Con- 


sent of the War Department. 


Washington, Oct. 7.—As one out- 


come of the 
development of the 


ScluiylklH arsenal 
frauds Secretary 


Taft has issued a sweeping order o£ 
the greatest importance to every per- 
son interested in furnishing supplies 
to the war department. The purpose 
is to insure that government supplies 
shall be kept up to sample, that sub- 
contracting shall be discouraged; that 
irresponsible bidders shall he excluded 
•from competition and that honest and 
competent inspection shall he made at 
every stage in the process of manu- 
facture of goods furnished the gov- 
ernment. 


Instructions for the guidance of of- 


ficers charged- with the purchase of 
supplies are embraced within the or- 
der and are issued, the order reads, 
with a 'view to a thorough enforce- 
ment of the laws which require all 
supplies to be purchased "where the 
same can be purchased the cheapest, 
quality and cost of transportation and 
the interests of the government con- 
sidered," and that "such contracts will 
be made with the lowest responsible 
bidders." 


The instructions also provide that 


contracts once executed cannot be 
modified, but if it is found for any rea- 
son the stipulations cannot be rigidly 
enforced the contract may be annulled 
with the approval of the secretary of 
war. 


The instructions provide for the in- 


spection of raw material and direct 
that all supplies furnished under con- 
tract will be subjected whenever prac- 
ticable to the personal inspection of a 
commissioned officer at time of de- 
livery, otherwise such inspections are 
to be-mn.de by civilian inspectors un- 
der his' personal supervision, subject 
to test and verification at irregular in- 
tervals and at unexpected times by 
such officers. 


Finally it is enjoined upon commis- 


sioned officers charged with such in- 
spections and supervision of civilian 
inspectors to qualify themselves by 
study; observation and 'practice for 
such supervision as shall effectively 
protect the government interests.

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ORDERS MOODY TO BRING SUIT 


Attorney General Will Begin Action 


Against Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, Which Controls Traffic Across 
the Mississippi River Bridges. 


Washington, 
Oct. 7.—President 


Roosevelt 
has 
instructed Attorney 


General Moody to begin such action- 
as would result in the breaking up of 
the railroad monopoly o£ the Missis- 
sippi river bridges'at St. Louis and 
the St. Louis terminals, and his ac- 
tion is likely to cause as great a sen- 
sation in the railroad world as did 
the Northwestern Securities suit. 
It 


is believed that he was led. to take 
this step at this time because of tho 
fierce railroad opposition to his pol- 
icy of having a law enacted for the 
federal control of freight rates. 


The suit which Attorney General 


Moody is-- to bring, instead of being 
directed against three railroads, as 
was the case in the Northern Securi- 
ties merger proceedings, is directed 
against fourteen great railroad sys- 
tems which enter St. Louis, the presi- 
dents of all of which arc engaged in 
fighting the .proposition to increase 
the power o£ the interstate commerce 
commission. 


Furthermore,^ is said that this-is 


only the .opening gun. A prominent 
senator who saw President Roosevelt 
on leaving the White House said that 
the ray'ronds ought to be very care- 
ful how they obstruct tho wishes of 
the public, because, in his opinion, 
most of them "were just as bad as 
the big insurance companies, and dis- 
closures about 
their manipulations 


would create as much feeling in the 
public mind." 


Attorney General Moody is to pro- 


ceed against what is Known as the 
"Terminal Railroad association." This 
is composed of fourteen railroads. 


Levies Tribute on City. 


It is alleged that the Terminal Rail- 


road association is1 a monopoly that 
holds St.. Louis in a tight grip, has 
been preventing the growth of the 
city and has beenrlevyins tribute on 
every passenger1 'and. every pound of 
freight that goes Into or out of the 
city.

It is said that the association owns 


or controls both the Eads and the 
Merchants' bridges across the Missis- 
sippi, tho Wiggins Ferry 
Company, 


that controls all the wharfage facili- 
ties; that it has in!its management all 
of the feiTk*,-~all-the-KW.itching facil- 
ities 
all 
the . transfer 
facilities 


and all of the de'pots. Each passen- 
ger that crosses these bridges is re- 
quired to pay an additional fare of 25 
cents and there i;s a freight charge im- 
posed that, is alleged to amount to be- 
tween $5 and $8 a car in addition to 
the charge made by the railroads for 
hauling. 


The' first bridge across the Missis- 


sippi 
was the .Eads bridge. 
This 


bridge was a monopoly, and the mer- 
chants, of St. Louis complained so ! 
strongly that a charter was obtained j 
for an additional bridge to be known 
as the Merchants' bridge. Before this 
bridge could he built permission had 
to be obtained from the War Depart.- j 
raent to bridge a navigable stream and 
an enabling act had to be passed by 
congress. 


. 
Control Opposition Bridge. 


This enabling act contained a pro- 


vision which was intended to provide 
for perpetual competition by prevcirS 
ing the merging of. the interests in 
control of the Eads with those con- 
troling the Merchants' bridge. 


It is asserted that the termina" 'rail- 


road association added to its holdings 
of the Eads bridge, the contract, of the 
stock of the Wiggins Ferry company, 
and then, by a technical device, by 
which each corpora-ion was to main- 
tain a separate set of officers. 51 per 
cent of the stock in the Merchants' 
bridge was sold to the interests hold- 
ing the Eads bridge, and the Terminal 
railroad association began operating 
both bridges. 


This property Is immensely vaiua- ' 


ble. The stock of. or.e of the concerns ! 
when control was being obtained was 
sold for as', high as $100 a share. It is 
said to be'much more valuable now, 
and not long, ago J. P. Morgan & Co. 
of New Yorlc readily floated a large is- . 
sue of bonds,of thcTermmal railroad 
association oh a statement of its earn- 
ings. 
Mr. Morgan, George J. Gould 


and A. J. Cassatt are said to be largely 
interested in the enterprise.
